Public Law 105-339, Section 3330a (a)(2XA) states that "a 
complaint under this subsection must be filed within 60 Days after the date of the alleged violation". Your 
complaint was filed with this oflBce on October 1 1, 2006, which is beyond the 60 Day time- Umit. Therefore, we 
found your complaint not eH^ble.
